GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE NEW 
CRAFT'S INITIAL TRIP. 



A Wotor Trip Which Can Not Ilo Dupli- 
cated Klsewhore lu the Worlil — 
The New Boat More Daring 
gtU i Than Ita Namesake.

About a year ago two enterprising citi- 
zens of Clifton, Ont, decided that it 
vrould be a paying investment to bastard 
about $10,000 in a new Maid of tbe Mist 
So they went ahead and built tlie boat at 
the foot of the steep roadway which leads 
down to the water's edge from the Clif- 
ton bouse. Tbe keel was laid Aug. 3 last. 
The pluDS, wiiich hijvo been followed, 
called for a boat seventy fuel loiii,', .sixtecu 
feet beaiu iind seveu feet hold. The bull 
18 all of white oak, rnd is uot unlike a 
largo tU!^, except that the lints iiru 
Btraigbter. The hold is divided into 
throe water tight eompiirtinonta. The 
cablu, pilot bouse, aad cvcrylliing above 
tbe deck are built like the upper Avorks 
of a gcntleman s yacht, and arc painted in 
"wbite and green, witb triniming.i of ver- 
inlllion, and a pilot bouse roof ot blue, 
■with a smokcstnck of shining blaok and 
gleaming red, with bras.s .stair luila and 
gay railings, and goodness knows what, 
tbe very apolbeoais of the rainbow made 
up into a jolly little excursion boat. 

And this is tbe JIaid of the Mist. \"ery 
pretty she looked as .she lay under tbe 
green Caniidiuu bank. Tbe boat was 
a tiutter witb llaga The iirili^h colors 
floated at the stern. From the bow the 
American I ag wa.s raised, and a reil and 
■white pennaut on the wheel house liDre tbe 
name of the boat ' To test her engines a 
few days ago the new JIaid stole out from 
her dock at 5 o'clock in tbe mornhig and 
ran a little way up stream, liui no regu- 
lar trip over this .strange rcute was at- 
tempted until a day or tw(j Ititer. At 2:'M 
she blew her whistle and cast olV. 

It look just two and a half uiinulc.s for 
her to reach the new dock on tbe Ameri- 
can -side at the foot of the inclined rail- 
■way. Then she swung out into the stream 
and started on the course which Capt. 
"Webb surveyed. JIany people watched 
ber from the clifTs. Carriages and pedes- 
trians halted on tbe upper suspension 
bridge and cheered the gay little boat as it 

glided down s.rcain, IhO feet beneath 
lem. About bait a mile below the 
bridge, and some distance above 
the old Maid of tbe ftlist land- 
ing, tbe boat was brought about and 
Started up stream. 

The passenger is likely to experience a 
singular sensation at tliis turning point. 
Uot many hundred feet ilistaut, almost 
under ibe cantilever bridge, li. witter 
breaks into a great rapid and the river 
falls awiiy as at the crest of a ca-scade. 
The great descent of the water at this 
point cannot he seen or realized from 
above, on bridge or hanks. < aie realizes 
that he hua ventured in jirobaljle safely 
between termini ot appalling po.isiljilities. 
"What an excursion route it is! /a one 
end a fallinto seeming oblivion: at the 
other <;nd a mighty— but we won't de- 
Bcribe it until we get there. 

Tbe Mni(i turned as if in stillest water, 
though tbe fast-passing clills showetl that 
she went down stream at a speed scarcely 
realized. No ono could think seriously of 
danger witb so steady, stanch a little craft 
under him. Upstream she went, easily defy- 
ing the current Tbe green or rocKy walks 
of Niagara, from tbe river, present many 
views of surpassing beauty. From tlie 
steamer's deck tbe familar "falls, framed 
in unfandliur setting, took on new beauty. 
Beauty, however, was a second thought 
■with the passengers. The condition of a 
drowned rat is not conducive to llie ro!> 
turoua observation of beauty. Tbero wits 
a strong wind down the river and the ok- 
haustless mists of Niagara wertf trailing 
down stream in endless clouds and sheets 
of spray. The passengers were wrapped 
'in -oilcloth and rubber, but as the boat 
steamed up to the foot of the American 
fall milts by tbe measureless gallon fell 
on them, wrapped them about and sonkcd 
into'' them. Jsvon In this Turkish ! 
condition the passengers found ne\v 
beauty and grandeur in the view hcioro 
them. From the deck of a little steamer, 
under the American fall, the (ataract 
seems to come from the cIoud.s. 

The Maid ran straight up into tbe 
Horseshoe fall, up past Terrapin rock, 
up into the foaming caldron -vvherc form 
and color die, and only the voiunio of a 
great sound— the tone of tiie ^'raiidest or- 
gan-pipe in creation— falls :>n the car, 
while theshiflinj,' mists now :iide and now 
reveal the looming crest of the mighty 
fall appalling in its volume. 

"This is as far as the old JIaid of the 
Hist ever ran," cald Capt La Blond, tbe 
ionurtdriiipIoe.irbm his beard, aa Um bn<>» 



met tue to.im lini yards or so above Ter- 
rapin rock. On the distant banks many 
carrioges were seen to have BtoppetL 
There -were people, too, on every point 
of view. Tbe whistle gave, three toots of 
c:ailtaiion. The engineer looked nt his 
sieam gauge. It . registered cigbty-live 
pounds, the wheel was pounding in the 
water imd the boat was just holding her 
own against the currents which boiled 
around her. . .The man^ at .the wheel wiped 
tbe water from his eyes and .rang tbe Doll 
" Qo ahead. " The Maid went up into.the 
cauldron. A crest of water, more like the 
spent force of a "boiler" than a wave, fell 
over the bow, and there was a retreat 
amidships.-The boat crept on. The distant 
banks were lost to sight Tbe buildings 
on tlio Canadian shore, tbe great precipice 
of Terrapin rock, faded from sight in the 
oblivion of mistSL The water boiling un- 
der the boat was the color of buttermilk, 
u river of milky foam, without surface 
currents, but telling of terrible force fur 
below. ' All arouncTwiis the dense opaque 
atmosphere of mist; and before and 
above, when the variable wind parted the 
veil, loomed ^viagara, awful in its im- 
men-itv; while almost ainiighl above the 
deck of Ibe little boat the crest of the 
mighty liouil. now foamy white and now 
einerakl green, .seemed to roll from tbe 
very heavens. "We aie further up than 
a boat ever ran before, " said an old river 
g'.iidu. 'I'lie ■whistU' gave three sauey 
toots; Niagara ronri'd on undaunted. 

Tlie getting biick whs a momentous 
iliiesliou. Nobiidy wanted to see the boat 
ttirn in that cauldron; neither did the 
MVMi at the wheel want to try tbe experi- 
ment Tbe engines were stopped a few 
.seconds, and tbe moilest .Maid stepped out 
of the sanctuary of Niagara, into wliioh 
she had been the lirat to jienetrato. In 
clearer water the turn was successfully 
made, and in less lime than it takes to 
tell a long story all were huuled at tbe 
il,ocks safe and weL 

There is no other water trip in the 
world like this.

Tiberius, a lioman emperor, abo made 
an intimate companion of a .lernont, 
wliich he trained to take food ou' of bin 
band. 

Augustus was exceedingly fond of a 
parrot Init still more so of a quail, tbe 
loss of which made him as saa as if be 
bad lost a battle. 

ilonoriiis. another lloman emperor, was 
so grieved at the loss of a favorite ben 
named Koinn, that be would willingly 
have given Jiome itself to bring it liack; 
but Alaric bad taken Home. 

Tbe I mperor L)ominican occupied his 
leisure in catching liies. 

Louis .\1 when ill in Plessis-le- Tours, 
only found pleasure in an exhibition of 
dancing pigs, oddly dressed up. whieli 
were trained for bis special entertainment 

l.'ichter was very fond of tame animals, 
which be conslantli' had about him. 
^^ometilnes a mouse, then a great white 
cross spider, which be kept in a paper 
box with a glass top. There was a little 
door beneath, by which he could feed his 
prisoner with dead Mica In the autumn 
he collected his winter food for his little 
tree-frog and his tame spider. "Howl 
wish, " ho wrote once to his iriend Otto, 
"that you could have met me in tbe street 
or in the IlGrmony. Then you would 
have seen my little squirrel upon my 
shoulder, who bites no longer. " 

lleury II! of France, was so foolishly 
fond ot spaniels that be used to carry a 
litter of them in a bitsket suspended round 
his neck when giving hia audiences.

The jailer, one day, seeing Pelisson take 
pleasure in contemplating the insect 
crushed it under his foot and left the 
prisoner distressed and melancholy at tbe 
loss of his friend.

The bandsome and aubstantial bridciQ 

i'u&t erected aoroaa the harbor at Puint 
SUice continues to excite the iro of disap- 
pointod tenderers and of our juvenile 
evening contemporary. Yuatcrday through 
these columns it was shown th'it tho 
Timea had been guilty of fulsehood; first, 
in haying asserted that tlio bridge was 
built without a superitituudunt; second, 
that screws wore u»ed in the construction;

Polonhits — It ia backud like 11 weasel. 
Hamlet — Or like a wliale I 
Polonius—Yory like a whale. 
Hamlet — * * * They fool me to the 
top of my bent. 

The position our contemporary has as- 
aumod towards tho L'oiiit EUice briili;i! 
has been absurd and dishonest from tUn 
start. Nearly every atatemout he has 
made has been shown to bo a camel- 
backed yarn or very-like a-whalu un- 
truth. The bridge ia an adtnirahle struc- 
ture, bein^ botli iirnauu;ntal uud useful — 
in neither of which capacity can the 
Timea hope to ahiuo unletis it menda its 
ways and ceases tu act the part of HaiHlet 
towards the Polonius public. 

THE IMSnlDEMANDa. 

Parnoll has let the Irish cat out of the 
bag »nd a very wicked looking animal it 
is. Home rule or self-government ia to be 
the »ar-cry of tlio Iriali electors at the 
approaching political contest. Not alone 
Irish but English constituencies are to be 
"worked" on thit principle; and in large 
largo cities and boroughs where tho Irish 
vote is strong it is to he cast only in favor 
of Buoh candidates as v;ill pledge them- 
aelves, if oleoted, to accept tho Parnell 
policy in the house. Irialunen of to-day 
are agitating for the roppal of the union 
aa hotly as in tha time ef O'Connell, and 
will never rest eatisfied until either all ur 
a portion of their demands have been 
complied with. Public opinion in Eng- 
land is not prepared for so violent a 
change. Tho conservative and liberal 
organs unite in denouncing the Parnoll 
scheme as too monstrous tu bo entertained 
and English electors are called on to vote 
dead against all candidates who may bo 
infected with the homo ruli; heresy. If by 
homo rule ia meant a rela^siion of the 
ties which bind Ireland to England it 
needs no aeor to predict that the 
movement will fail; but if the Iriaii 
people would be content with 
the existing municipal institutions, 
so as to allow of local govornmeut in each 
county, as was suggested by .Mr. (jliul- 
stono two years ago, parliament would 
probably make provision for its eatablisii- 
oient; but if the agitation is for a revival of 
"Grattan's parliament," its advocates will 
meet with little favor in England and Scot- 
land. Wo have n(!vor ljuen able to under- 
stand why Ireland has no representative 
.in the ministry. A bill was recently 
passod creating the o/lice of secretary of 
.state for Ireland. Nov, if to a secretary 
for the colonies and n secretary for India 
is to be added a repreaentativo for Scot- 
land, why not a secretary for Ireland ') 
The Green Isle is entitled to he perma- 
nently and continuously represented in 
tha oalirnet. The lord lieutenant ia nut 
always a member of the cabinet, and 
when he is there he is usually regarded 
as » representative of the elements to 
which Irishmen are hostile. Parnell him- 
self may yet be irvited to fill the posi- 
tion, and if he slxoidd ac; pt he might bo 
lo«8 a source of trouble in the cabinet 
than out of it. 



JjEfiJ CAROLINE ISLANDS SHIZ- 
.UEE. 

I't vffiB hoped that the explanation by 
Germany with regard to the occupation of 
three islands of the Caroline group, for 
commercial purpoaea, would liav<3 boon 
accepted, and that an arrangement might 
have been entered into by which the 
claim of Spain wimld be admitted to those 
islands, in which she has already estab- 
lished a government. But no. Spanish 
pride has been arouaod, and talk of war 
is as freely indulged in as if no cholera 
wore decimating tho population, aa if the 
exchequer were not empty, ,i,i.d as if the 
navy were in a state of ediciency. It is 
sumured that on the meeting of the Cor- 
tes, Senor J. de Elduayen, minister of 
foreign affairs, will resign, and that ho 
will refuse the grand cross recently olfur- 
ed to him by Germany. It is alao con- 
sidered probable that the Spanish minis- 
ter at Berlin will be recalled. A governor 
of the islands was appointed at the last 
meetine; of tho Cortea, and he started be- 
fore news of the German seizure waa re- 
ceived here. There is now talk in diplo- 
matic circles of despatching two or three 
men-of-war tn ii\ii>pnrt hii. :uithnritv. 
Tha Spanish claim to the Caroline groiip 
was rejected in 1871 by a jonit votairoin 
Engliuid and Germany, but oven aup- 
poaing this country's assumption of auth- 
ority could bo supported, Goruiany Ijas 
«atere(i into poaseaaion, and the idea of 
4iAlodging hor by force is simply prepoa- 
iteroua.

Bridges— —Point Ellicc versus 

To THE EniToi!.; — After having over 
various lurin de phunes aired his disap- 
pointment and jeaiousy in tho columns of 
tho onpcaition organs, and after having 
croakod into tho oaro of nil who would 
listen to him on the street corners, his 
personal grievance against the govern- 
ment for not having awarded hitn the con- 
tract to build the Point EUice bridge at a 
cnn>; aratively exorbitant price, Mr. S. F. 
I Adsm,^ at length cornea out in the 
Standard over liia own name tu show up 
the alleged crookedneaa of the goveiu- 
mont in connection with the niatt.ir. and 
to "enlighten the publio" on the Qnes- 
nolle river bridge scandal.' I ara afraid, 
however, that the light thrown on the 
matter by him ia no more than tloit of a 
"farthing dip" in the face of the sunshine 
of facta wliieli he might have given, but 
which ho llBEi either omitted or distorted 
until they are not recognizable as faces ut 
alL Mr. Adams makes two statements 
nhioh may be allowed to paea aa correct. 
They are, that tho length of tlin Quea- 
nello river bridge was GOO foot, Dud that 
tho contract price tor buildiiig it was 
§37,500. Hia other statumenta are either 
d'atortions, e.xaggorationa or dowiiriijht — 
woU — fictions, it ia all well enough to 
say that-the contract pries was $^7,i<00; 
but if ho really wished to "enlighten the 
public" ho would havo added that the 
coat to tlie government waa within a tritle 
of 8H0,O0O. lie should liave said that 
the work Wiis barely out of lii.s hands 
under the contract when it fell down, and 
coat over ^20,000 to build upuguin. The 
statement that he put twice aa much 
weight of iron in tho Qjesnollo bridge 
aa has boon put in tho bridge at Point 
Ellicu ia simply and absurd tietion, 
The (juBSnelle bridge was an ordinary 
wooden tlowe truss, iind iiobmjy wlio 
[lected to bo believed would say that a 
Howe truss bridge of tiUO feet had aa much 
iron in it, much less twice as much as a 
combination bridge of the same length 
would take, such aa that at I'oint Klliee. 
If aucli a statement as .Mr. .Vdania luaki's 
about the iron in the l.luoaiiello Howe 
truaa were correct it would only show the 
utter incompetence of those in authority 
at the time, inaauiuch aa it would be an 
outrageous waste of espetisivo material 
which the taxpayers had unnecessarily to 
pay for; but I will venture to say that if 
tho facts were really H'icerlained the pro- 
portion would be nearly correct if it were 
put at half as much fur Quesnclle aa for 
Point Ellice. Mr. Adams' comparison of 
prices of iron is an exaggeration. The 
statement that he had to pay 25 cents per 
lb. for the plain iron roda with screws and 
nuts, and the shoes which, in addition to 
the cylinders covering the piers coii-ititut- 
ed tho iron used at Quesnelle ia well 
enough to make to the editor of the Stuii- 
dard; but to men "who know tho ropea," 
as he puts it, it will not do. On the 
other hand the price he puts on the ma- 
terial put in Point Ellice is an ex- 
aggeration in the opposite direction. It 
ia absurd to put a price like 'A or f) cents 
for wrought iron such aa a good 
deal put in Puint Ellice is; considerable of 
which, too, waa required to be of such iic- 
ourato proportions that if found to be a 
sLtty-fourth of an inch too long or too 
shortitwas rejected. To make a rair cum- 
pariaon of tho two bridges it ia necesaarj' 
to have the additional light which tho fol- 
lowing will furnish: Tho tiueanollo bridge 
including approaclies is tiOO foot long, 
made up of 408 feet of bridge proper and 
192 feet of approaches. The Point Ellice 
bridge is 1345 feet long of which 540 feet 
is bridge proper and 105 foot approaches. 
As a matter of fact, I believe it may bo 
demonstrated that there la aa much lim- 
ber and twice as much iron in 
Point Ellice bridge as in Quesnelle and 
it only cost $10,000 while Mr. Adams' 
Quesnella bridge with no iiioro lumber and 
only half as much iron and whatever per- 
centage of mechanical skill he likes to 
claim, coat nearly §(10,000- Lr. may not 
bo fair take a compariaoii on e<|ual lerma 
of a bridge built at CJuesnolle in iHlQ-l aa 
against a bridge built in Victoria in 1885. 
The world has advanced in 8 years. New 
men and new ideas have conu; to the fiuiu 
and no doubt we e.\pect our govornment 
to do more than their predecessors and to 
got bridges built bettor and ehoaper than 
thoy used to be. I agree, then, with Mr. 
.Adams that it is scatcoly a fair compari- 
son — that is, on equal terms; but there is 
a big margin to come and go on £G0,tJ00 
for one bridge hy Air. Adaina in 1870 7 
and §11 .000 lor a better bridge by Mr. 
McMullen and tho Sniithe government in 
1885. A cool 150,000 mure for the one 
than tho other. Five to one per- 
centage in favor of the i)resent 
ia pretty good, and tlio howling 
of your opposition contemporaries and 
iNlr. j^dams, of ancimit memory, will not 
prevent tho public of Victoria appreciat- 
ing the conim.endable action of the pre- 
sent government in providing them with 
so creditable and serviaeable a structure 
as tho Point Ellice bridge ri;ally ia . J 
have just one reference to make Ij INlr. 
Adams' letter, and that i.i to point out 
the unteimbleiiess of the position ho oc- 
cupies when he metaphorically gels on the 
Quesnelle bridge and wives hia hat and 
shouts, "Hurrah! for tho bridge that'.ij 
waved a thous — ;" no, that briiige "that's 
stood tho teat for ten years. " Ffe does 
not si.y what the teat is; but I suppose 
wo may infer that he means tho raging 
ot the flood. Unfortunately for Mr. 
Adams it is not ten years since it was 
built. As a matter of fact, it was built 
nine yoiirs ago and it did not stand "the 
test" one year. It waa, at a coat to the 
govornraant of about two Point Elhce 
bridges, fixed up in 1877, and that is only 
eight years ago. There are other points 
I would like to deal with; buf I have al- 
ready got this so unconacioiinbly lo;ig that 
I will defer until another occasion.

I'hc ITIcctiiig Last NiKlU in Pliil- 
liarmonic llali. 

Pathor Upohoroh, as he is affectionately 

called by the members of the Ancient Or- 
der of United Workmen, John A. Child, 
of Portland, past grand master of this 
district, and about 95 other excursionists 
arrived yesterday by the Olympian and 
woro mot by tho society's lodges hero. 
IMesirs. Upchurch and Child were driven 
to the Oriental hotel.Vhere they were visit- 
ed by a large number of the members and 
friends of tho order. In tho afternoon 
the committee secured carriages and 
drove tho guests to tho various points 
of intereata in Victoria, and visiting 
the war vessels nt Esquimalt. 

At six o'clock the mer.i'oors of the two 
lodges assembled in tiieir rooms and held 
a secret meeting. At 7..')0 the militia 
band assembled in front of the rooms and 
pltjyed some choice selections and escort- 
ed tho party to Philharmonic hall, whoro 
tho public reception was to be given at 
eight o'clock. 

Tho chair was occupied by Mr. A. R. 
Milne, P. M., ol Victoria Lodge, while on 
uitlior side were Father Upchurch and Mr. 
,1. A. Child. .Also on tho platfi.rm wore 
Dr. Fuiuly of Portland, and Messrs. S. 
Duck, M. P. P., \V. S. Wraight, P. M. 
W., D. U. Ross, P. M. \V., C. Nanglo, P. 
M. \Y., J. Coughlan, P. Al vV., K. Wall, 
Muster of No, 77, Henry Short, Master 
of No. ii), and ii. Bennett. 

At a few minutes past eight a largo 
iiudieiico had asaembleii, with a fair 
sprinkling of laiiies, 

ill opening the meeting the cliainiiaii 
referred to tho great ploamn'o that it gave 
one and all to wolcnme the founder of tlio 
order, Fa*hor Upchurch. Thuy had as- 
sembled to night to do honor to the grand 
old man who i<oventet!n years ago, in 
Pennsylvania, had founded their society. 
Ho would, on behalf of the order in Vic- 
toria and those present, extend to him a 
most cordial welcome. 

Father Upchurch on coming forward 
was loudly cheered. He fud it gave him 
great plsasuro and gratifjc.it imi to meet 
them to-night, and notwithstanding that 
ihey were in dill'erent territories they had 
a Kovcmmoiit that bound the hearts of all 
men everywhere in the globe. The 
speaker referred to the reasons that had 
made him think of the founding of such 
a society as now existed. The first act 
that brought it before him was in a strike 
on the railroad of which ho was inastor 
mechanic. The strike had ended with 
loss to the workmen. The thought oc- 
curred to him. that tho founding of a so- 
ciety that would make its object the set- 
llement of breaches between capital and 
labor would bo a grand thing. On tho 
27th October, 18(i8, at tho ro<|uest of a 
number of workmen, ho opened tho first 
lodge i)f the present great stjciety. At 
the liral tlie eatablishineiit of the order 
was uphill and discouraging work, but 
perseveranse won the day, and all breaches 
that had occurred were healed in 1873, 
and since that time the order had won- 
derfully advanced. The name of tho 
ordor was gained by going back into 
sacred history to tho time when Tubal 
Cain had instructed workmen in the man- 
ufacture of iron and brass; when tho 
people had conceived the idea of building 
the tower of Babel and other occurrences 
in history where workmen had united in 
a common cause. The order was one of 
fraternity and protection from tho disas- 
ters that periodically sweep over tho coun- 
try. It was a fraternal organization, and 
not a solely business one, but both com- 
bined. They could not compel any mem- 
ber to pay their assessments, as a business 
society could, but every inembor who had 
taken tho oath would assist his brother. 
At first tho order had boon looked upon 
with suspicion — it was thought it was one 
to perpetuate the breach between capital 
and labor. This had been dissipated, and 
now the order was oomposed of the higli- 
cst and lowest in tho land and coinprined 
tho best men in the country. The A. 0. 
U. \V. had to-day taken procodonco of all 
co-operativo organizations. They in Brit- 
ish Coluinbia had been tho moans of 
assiatiuf.; the widow and the orphan; had 
soothed the dying hours of the husband 
and fiUher. Tho order was yet in its in- 
fancy. They had now a membership of 
152,000; last year they had an increase of 
12,000, and the present year they exfiect- 
od as great an advance. The tirst dep.th 
occurred in 1871, asid tl>i> widow of that 
member was paid §100. Since that first 
payment the sum of §13,500,000 had en- 
tered into the laps of the orphans of do- 
ceased brothers. The magnitude of the 
sum was great, but cust not a cent to col- 
lect, nor was any of it absorbed by insur- 
ance companies. In case of sickness, the 
family was made comfortable for the time 
being; in jase of the death of the husband 
the sum of .52000 would in thirty days be 
paid to tliu widow withcjut th-j deduction 
of a dollar for collection. Father Up- 
church urged tho inomburs of tho order to 
make tho advantaiios of tho sc'ciety 
known And induce their fellow workmen 
and friends to join the order that had fur 
iis object the bettering of their condition. 
They knew not when death would come 
and the f2000 wuold always he there for 
the widow and the orphan. When on the 
railruiid ho had often to aub.acribo to de- 
fray the expenses (if funeral aiitj aMai-ataneo 
to tho widow and had subscribed mors in 
that p'isition then since the formation of 
the society. He knew the order had the 
prayers and good wislii'e of every wifo 
present. After some funhor remarks 
Father Dpohuroh thanked tho audiencB for 
their patient hearing and sat down amid 
loud cheers. 

filr. Child was requested to .-ipcak, and 
said with i\Ir. Upchurch ho believed the 
order to be a fraternal one, a brotherhood 
to protect thoir loved onus at home. Tho 
niemborahip in this district now com- 
prised some 3000 names and Ihey had 
paid out in death benefits the sum of -5210,- 
000. In this city alone they Inid paid 
some 310,000 and no one would deny that 
tho money had not struck the right place. 
As a business organization it was a practi- 
cal one, and it was to tho interest of all 
that they shoitid boconio members for 
§2000 would be of great asaiatanco to a 
family on the death of a husband. I'liis 
was also a fraternal society of the strong- 
est kind and whon a member took tho 
obligation to protect and defend his bro- 
ther, it iioeded nothing more to convince 
them of the fraternity of the order. If 
any member thought it was no more than 
a business one ho would refer him to his 
obligation. (Cheers.) 

Dr. Fyndy also spoke a few congratu- 
latory words on tho v, orth of the order. 

The chairman then aratrd that this 
would close tho speaking and tiioy would 
now hrld i rpcopiion.

CADET MUST PASS. 



Anything but a Ufo of Ease anil rie«»- 
uro— KxamlnatioM Strictly Iiiiiiur- 
tlal — Truth-Telling an Inhoiont 
Quality- -A JLUt of 1^'aiilt.i.

Very few people who have never visited 
tho United Statea military nL-adeiuy havo 
a .correct Idea of the pctiml life of ii 
"V^est Point cadet It is uuy thing but a 
life of ease and pleasure, but four years 
of hard, eurncst work suoh as a few lads 
have the physical endurance to uudergo. 
la the first place a boy must pass an ex- 
amination to get in fully as hard as tho 
exainiuatiuM for admission to the Hart- 
ford high school, atid ouce in he is ruled 
with au iron rod of disclpliuc. Tho 
greater part of tho winter 
Lis barracks aro littlo less cou- 
iiuing Ihuu a pri.sou. and liis sole recrea- 
tions are the daily drills. In tho 
summer time books aro thrown iwidj for 
two mouths and the ca(let.s go into ciunp 
ou the plain; but thuy are conlined to pre- 
scribed limits, always luuier the eyes of 
watchful ollicers. Alidway in tho course, 
at tho eud of tho lirst two years, the cadet 
is permitted to leave the post ou uu eight- 
weeks' furlough. 

There has ahvay-s been more or less 
'carping criticism at the mauuer of con 
ducting entrance examinations, some peo- 
ple claiming that boys from tlio country 
towns did not have a fair cbauco, and 
that army ollicers' sons were shown 
favoritism. There certainly aro a great 
many boys rejected In proportion 
to the number admitted, but tha 
academic board passes on an applicnnt s 
papers as deslgunted by a certain num- 
ber; bis uaino and porsouality aro 
known only to tho adjutant, who has 
no casting vola A professor might ro- 

iact his own nephew and not know it 
ilost applicants fail through not knowing 
what spe.ial studies to perfect them- 
selves in. Tbo law on tho subject Is sim- 
ple enough, liut it is eiastlc, and its e - 
verity greatly increased by tha regulations 
of the academy. It is sheer waste of 
time for uboy to comn here who has 
nut thoroughly mastered the elements of 
tbe three Ks, and who knows something 
about the history and geography of hia 
own country. 

Apropos of tho number of failures the 
critical gentlemen who sit In judgment 
here find that l)oys are not so well pro- 
pared under ihe common school system of 
to day as they wore in the private schools 
of twentv-livc years ago. tine of tho 
oldest and most e.tperiencod members of 
the academic board {now rctiredi admit- 
ted in convor.-^ation the otlior day that he 
had found this to be tlio fiict, "and, " ha 
added, "the nuich-boasio.'l schools in a 
large part of iN'ow England form no ox- 
coptiou to the rule. " But even if ;in aiipli- 
cant possesses all tho mental accomplish- 
ments ho must bo strong physi- 
cally. An cx]icrionced surgical board 
■will find the unsound spots in him, if ho 
ha^ any, and .send him home by the first 
boat. It n reallv painful to see the disap- 
pointment and despnir on tho faces of 
some of he lads who come hero every 
day only to have their dearest hopes ruth- 
lessly broki n, and the gates barred at tho 
entrance of s. long road, but the only one 
leading to tlieir highest ambition. Beside 
those who fall at tbo outset, there are 
many who start with a fair prospect of 
success, and at the first or' second semi 
anniial examinations are "found, " as the 
cadets say (msaulng found deficient), and 
are compelled to pack up thoir trunks 
and leave. Some lads uun i &i.<ud it, but 
others never get over the disappointment. 

Probably no school or college in the 
country Is so fair an example of demo- 
cratic representation as the West I'olut 
military academy. Out of nearly 'MO 
cadets the majority are tbo sons of com- 
paratively poor pare::ts; but wiiether rich 
or poor, educated or uncultured, intlueu- 
tlal or obscure, the boy.s get precisely the 
same impartial treatment when once they 
have passed the necessary exumiualioii 
and don the cadet uniform, ilia ante- 
cedents are lost sight of. All share the 
same privileifes, the same hardships, the 
same restrictions. Pride and couceit, in- 
tensified by tbe coddling of fond partnta, 
are knocked out of a lad in a twinkling. 
Prompt obedience is one of the llrst tilings 
required Commands are given In quick, 
sharp tones, which tlia cauets soon grow 
accustomed to, but which would sound 
harsh enough to bring tears to the eyes of 
a Hartford uigh school boy. 

The moral trainiug that the boys get 
can not be too highly estimated. Truth- 
t«lling is an inherent quality in a cadet, 
at least so far as his soldierly duties are 
concerned. So much confidence is placed 
in tbe word of a cadet by the command- 
ant that a mere denial of an alleged of- 
fense is snlliclnnt. Tbo hoy must and 
does speak the truth, making a frank con- 
feasiou of a fault if ho is guilty. If be 
does not do so, he knows that his com- 
rades are in duly bouud to tell on him if 
questioned, and will surely do so, no mat- 
ter how disagreeable to tho tics of com- 
panionship. A lie is an uliiuist unpardon- 
able ofVense. The duties of the interior 
orgaiii/'utiou of the battalion uudlhereL'u- 
latlon of the barracks are so siibdivided 
that habits of self control, self-coniniand, 
cleanliuess and faultless order i ome by in- 
tuition. \ iolaliou of rules mijaus loss of 
liberty, and perhaps e.xpulslon. 1 pick 
those saniples of punishable c»)nplaiuts 
from a long list daily posted in tho guard 
house, where each'cadets faults ace bla- 
zoned to his fellows: 
Waist-belt too loose. 
Not properly shaved. .4^^ 
Late at church roll-call. 
Shoes not properly cleaned. 
Dirty gun at inspection. 
Very dirty collar at guard-mounting. 
Wash-bowl not clean. 
No white shirt on. 

This is sulllcieut to show bow closely 
the boys are watched. I cau not give a 
detailed account of tbo long and arduous 
course of stiidy that is necessary to suc- 
cess. The first year the cadets are drilled 
thoroughly in mathematics, to train the 
mind to exact reason. The secoml year 
their timeis laken up principally by the 
modern languages. Tho third year they 
■plunge into physics and philosophy, to 
give them habits of close and accurate ob- 
scrvution. The fourth aud lust year llicy 
must dive deep into law, ordnance and 
gunnery and the art of war. lu tho dif 
ferent studies tho marks indicate a clos» 
range from perfect, through fair, iudiil'er- 
ent, poor, to complete failura 'I'lic rc;,'u- 
lations of tho academy apportloirtlic lime 
of the cadet in such a way that each ta.sk 
must be performed in spcciticd hours, 
during which ho is wholly froo from in 
terruption. E.xcopt ou Saturday after 
nooiisa cadet Gc'ja very littlo of anybody 
clso hut his professors and classmates.
